O. Sunday, February 24, the Congrega- 
tion will once again be an active partici- 
pant in the Jewish Community Federation 
of San Francisco, the Peninsula, Marin and 
Sonoma Counties Telethon. The telethon 
is a major segment of the Federation's 1985 
goal of raising $18 million ($15.5 million 
was raised in 1984). 

The funds raised in 1984 were distributed 
to local agencies including: Jewish Fami- 
ly & Children’s Services, Mount Zion . 
Hospital & Medical Center, Menorah 
Park, Bureau of Jewish Education, Jewish 
Community Relations Council, the new 
wing of the Home for the Aged, the new 
Federation Building & Jewish Museum, 
and various Emigre Services in Israel and 
around the world primarily through the 
United Jewish Appeal and Project Renew- 
al in Kiryat Shmona and Tel Hanan. 

In Israel, as well as at home, the needs 
have increased. The new coalition govern- 
ment will enact drastic austerity measures 
to bring economic stability to Israel. Those 
who will suffer the most will be the poor 
and disenfranchised, as subsidies for the 
basics like food and shelter are lowered and 
unemployment increases. Project Renewal 
and higher education are two areas that 
will be the worst affected by the current 
crises. The 1985 Campaign Chairwoman, 
Cissie Swig said in her letter to campaign 
workers: “It is when another Jew suffers 
that we must do what Jews have always 
done—help.” 

The telethon runs from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m: 
at the Fairmont Hotel. Volunteers are 
asked to register in advance, and can 
choose one of several three- or four-hour 
time slots during the day, with an addition- - 
al hour beforehand for training, and forti- 
fying yourself at the bountiful buffet sup- 
plied by the Fairmont. They need mainly 
volunteers to work the phones, but non- 
phone clerical help is also welcomed. 
Following training, you will also be solic- 
ited for your own pledge, since it is cus- 
tomary for all volunteers to have made 
their own pledges before asking others to 
give. An added incentive is that all donors

tion—yes, institution. We are not a little 
chavurah any more with a “stetyl” mentali- 
ty of gay and lesbian Jews besieged and sur- 
rounded by hostility.

But we don’t all 
accept it. We want what we have, but we 
don’t want to have lost what we were.

That we 
should never lose touch with our begin- 
nings; that who we were should always be 
a part of who we are, that is the challenge 
and the joy of living. As individuals and 
as a congregation we must approach the 
changes and challenges with love and 
openness. Growing pains hurt—but there 
is no growth without them. Together we

The January Va’'ad meeting was held on 
the 14th at the shul, and was chaired by our 
Vice President, Don Albert, in Leila 
Raim’s absence.

The 
Ritual Committee submitted a proposal for 
a policy regarding the reading of yahrzeits 
at the Yizkor service on Yom Kippur, which 
will be voted on at the February Va’ad 
meeting. It has also compiled a list of books 
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and classes offered in the Bay Area for 
those people interested in converting to 
Judaism, and will match people on the 
committee with anyone wanting more in- 
formation on conversion. 

Allan Berenstein announced his inten- 
tion to step down as chair of the Member- 
ship Committee on March 1 and also 
presented two new members to be voted in- 
to the Congregation. The Membership 
Committee was praised for the work it put 
into organizing this year’s new member 
social. Finally, the Social Action Commit- 
tee is currently recruiting congregants to 
work at this year’s Jewish Community 
Federation Super Sunday Telethon on 
February 24 at the Fairmont Hotel.

Magnes News 


How many readers have still not discovered 
the small treasure in Berkeley called the 
Judah L. Magnes Museum? Following its 
very successful exhibition on the Pioneer 
Jews of Northern California, a new exhibi- 
tion is opening on February 3: “Last Bar- 
rier to Freedom—The Cyprus Detention 
Camps, 1946-49.” This moving exhibit ex- 
amines this little-known chapter in the 
aftermath of World War II, when thou- 
sands of Holocaust survivors managed to 
reach Palestine, only to be turned away by 
the British and left to wait in detention 
camps on Cyprus. The curators at Magnes 
have gathered art and artifacts produced in 
the camps, expressions of the frustration, 
hopefulness and inspiration of this re- 
markably courageous group of individuals. 
A special feature will be the work of 
Shmuel Katz, now one of Israel’s most pro- 
minent political cartoonists and illus- 
trators, who had made sketches recording 
life in a Cyprus camp when he was 19. A 
catalog accompanies the exhibit. 

The Magnes Museum is located at 2911 
Russell Street and is open Sunday through 
Friday, 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

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Gifts Procedure Approved ——— 


With the increasing size of our Congrega- 
tion and especially with the acquisition of 
our building, the Va’ad has been aware of 
the need for a more formal policy regarding 
gifts to the Synagogue. After a few months’ 
preparation and discussion, at its January 
14 meeting the Va'ad approved a new policy 
for the administration of gifts and 
commemorations. 

To facilitate both the needs of the 
Synagogue and the desires of interested 
donors, the Building Committee will be 
preparing two lists: an ongoing list of the 
more mundane items and/or services 
which we need, with approximate costs; 
and another list of items which are ap- 
propriate for commemoration. As is the 
custom, the expected donations for com- 
memorative items will be greater than the 
actual cost of the item. The first list will 
cover items such as a new copy machine, 
tables and table cloths, while the second 
list includes such items as pews, windows, 
a new ark, an eternal light, a memorial 
board, etc. 

Anyone interested in making such a 
tangible donation and/or commemoration 
should contact David Gellman, Chair of 
the Building Committee, directly or 


through the office. The Chair, or another 


member of the committee, will explain the 
details and legalities of such donations and 
will work with the donor'to try to work out 
a mutually satisfactory arrangement. 

In handling gift requests, the Building 
Committee will consult with appropriate 
advisory committees and panels as 
necessary, namely the Finance and Ritual 
Committees, and a new Fine Arts Ad- 
visory Panel to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. On the Advisory Panel will be a 
member from the Building, Ritual and 


Finance Committees and three members <> 


at large who have some expertise in the 
area. If you are interested in serving on this 
panel, please contact Leila Raim in writing 
indicating your desire. f 

Over the past several months, many 
members already have indicated an in- 
terest in arranging for a gift or commemora- 
tion. Often, those requests may have 
received a confused reply as we searched for 
a procedure that would ensure that all re- 
quests were treated uniformly and fairly. 
Our apologies to all those who were “put 
on hold” while this procedure was for- 
mulated. We hope that everyone will 
understand the need for and be pleased 
with our new policy.

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So Ask Aunt Yente 


Dear Aunt Yente, 


Thank you for your recent column on bow- 
ing during services. I always enjoy it when we 
open the ark and bow toward the Torah dur- 
ing the Aleinu prayer. How did this tradition 
start? 


Energetic in Eureka Valley 


Dear Energetic, 


Aunt Yente is always happy to get thank- 
yous for her column, and she hates having 
to correct an admirer. (Well, actually, Aunt 
Yente can’t say she hates correcting people. 
But some people it is more fun to correct 
than others.) But in you letter is something 
so incorrect, Aunt Yente must say, “Oy!” 

We do not bow to the Torah. We never 
bow to the Torah. We never bow to any ob- 
ject. And while it wouldn't be as bad to 
bow to the Torah as it would be to bow to 
something else (like an idol, maybe, or a 
political symbol, or even a B.MW.), still, 
in Aunt Yente’s opinion, even bowing to 
the Torah would be a great sin. 

The second commandment tells us not 
to make images of anything that exists 
anywhere, not to bow to them and not to 
serve them. (And just when Aunt Yente 
was writing a cookbook, 22 Quick New 
Ways to Serve Images, too.) The strong 
message here is that we are not permitted 
to worship anything but God alone. So 
even if we say that an object is a symbol of 


God, we are likely to end up thinking that © 


God and the symbol are the same thing. 

Also, you shouldn’t think the Torah is 
the holiest thing in our synagogue. If, God 
forbid, there was a fire, the Torah you 
wouldn't rescue first. First, you would look 
to see if there are people who need help 
(and not just the cute ones, kinderlach!) 
Part of the reason for this is the principle 
of p’kuach nefesh—rescuing life—which says 
that almost all religious obligations are less 
important than a person's health and well- 
being. But a more important reason is that 
a person is holier than even the Torah. The 
Torah is the word of God; but a human is 
the image of God. The Torah can only 
teach what God wants; the human can do 
it: 

This does not mean that Aunt Yente is 
telling you to bow to humans; this is also 
a sin. (What some of you do at the Mr. 
Drummer party is your own affair.) We say 
in the Aleinu that we bow only to God, 
and so when we say it, we bow to God. But 
which way do you face to bow to God, who 
is everywhere? 
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The tradition arose to bow to the east, 
towards Jerusalem and the temple mount, 
where God’s glory once rested. (Obvious- 
ly, this goes for European and American 
Jews, not for Jews living north or south or 
west of Jerusalem.) Traditional synagogues 
are built so that when you face front, you 
face east, and that’s the direction you bow. 
In our synagogue, the front faces south; for 
simplicity’s sake we still bow that way. 
(Also, if we turned to the east to bow, some 
people would claim we were facing towards 
Brooklyn.) But we do not bow towards the 
Torah, or even towards the officers of the 
congregation (although, if they gave Aunt 
Yente a little raise, she might be a little flex- 
ible here). 

We honor the Torah in many ways. We 
rise when it is carried, or even when its Ark 
is opened; we do not touch its parchment 
with out hands; if it can no longer be used, 
it must be buried in a graveyard like a hu- 
man being. And if it is dropped,—you 
shouldn't ask; forty days you have to fast. 
(Of course, this tradition may have had a 
useful purpose in the old days, when they 
didn’t have Weight Watchers. Actually, 
considering what Aunt Yente looks like 
after the holidays, she has almost been 
tempted to stick her foot out when the 
Torah procession came by; but now that

Bylaws Committee 


The Bylaws Committee has been busy 
tackling the almost never-ending list of 
issues our wonderful Congregation keeps 
nudging us to explore. Due to the amount 
of work pending before us we have been 
meeting weekly. 

The current issues under discussion are: 


1. Increasing the presidential term to 2 
years. This question will be presented to 
the Congregation at the November 1985 
semi-annual meeting, so that if the term 
is increased, the bylaw amendment will be 
in place for the May 1986 elections. 

2. Operational vs. Standing Commit- 
tees. This is currently a hot discussion item 
and we will keep you posted. This will no 
doubt be on the November agenda. 


From a Friend in 
Mississippi 

In December, Mike Rankin sent some in- 
formation about the Congregation to Rab- 
bi Allan Schwartzman, rabbi of his home 
congregation in Vicksburg, Miss., Anshe 


Chesed. Rabbi Schwartzman’s reply in- 
cluding the following message: 


Tread with much interest the article that you 
were good enough to send to me on the 
developments at Sha’ar Zahav. You and your 
fellow congregants have undertaken a huge 
responsibility, but you have done it with 
wisdom, care and concern for the sensibilities 
of the many as well as the few. I can only ap- 
plaud your good work and wish you God- 
speed. May you grow from strength to 
strength. 

Perhaps, if you have visited Jerusalem, you 
noticed the several gates leading to the old ci- 
ty. Most of us are familiar with the Damascus 
Gate (Sha‘ar Shechem) or the Jaffe Gate. 
However, one of the least known and visible 
gates is known as Sha ‘ar Zahav (The Golden 
Gate). That gate is now sealed. The tradi- 
tionalists insist that the seal will be broken 
when the messiah will enter Jerusalem through 
that gate. Some 10,000 miles away, in a far 
different format, you and your congregants 
have opened a very vibrant and necessary 
golden gate to a living Judaism for our time and 
for varying life-styles. While I love the tradi- 
tion, adjustments have been the hallmark of 
Judaism from the earliest days. I believe that 
you are achieving a significant breakthrough.

3. Vice President to act as Coordinator 
in absence of an appointed Coordinator. 
This issue is planned for the congrega- 
tional meeting in May. The committee 
believes a coordinator would facilitate 
communication between and among the 
committees. 


4. Property Management. Modifications 
of this bylaw have been tentatively 
scheduled for the November meeting. 


5. Redefinition of function of Building 
Committee. To reflect the responsibilities 
of building ownership, a bylaw amendment 
will be placed before the Congregation at 
the May meeting. 


6. Office of Parliamentarian. The com- 
mittee strongly recommends the appoint- 
ment of a parliamentarian for congrega- 
tional meetings, so that Robert’s Rules of 
Order will govern the process, as required 
by the bylaws. 


7. Pre-congregational meeting explana- 
tory meetings. The committee has under 
discussion the possibility of holding an in- 
formational meeting prior to the voting 
meeting so that issues can be discussed and 
explored. 


8. Membership list confidentiality. A 
proposed bylaw amendment which would 
permit members to waive confidentiality 
of their names, addresses, and phone 
numbers is undergoing legal analysis at this 
time. 


9. Removal of Committee Chairs and 
Members. Current bylaws provide for 
removal of Va’'ad members, but a commit- 
tee chair may be removed only upon rec- 
ommendation of a Coordinator or of the 
committee. Amendments to this process 
are under consideration. 


10. Bylaws as a standing committee. As . 
you can surmise, we believe there is a need 
for this committee to meet on a regular 
basis. . 


As stated in the January Forward, if 
discourse is your bag, we'd love to have you 
come to any Bylaws Committee meeting. 
All suggestions will be discussed and voted 
upon. 

All meetings will be at Richard Inland- 
er’s home, 860 Noe Street, 821-4134. Our 
next meeting is Wednesday, February 13,
